Letter from Rev. J. C. Holbrook. 


Dusvove, Iowa, May 1, 1860. 
or THE Paciric:—I have just 
returned from a meeting of the Board of 


Directors and anniversary of the 
Chicago Theological Seminary, 
and will give you some account of them.— 


This institation belongs to the Congrega- 
tiona] denomination, and has been in opera- 
tion two years. The plan of it is peculiar 
_in several respects, and hence its practical 
workings are watched with interest, not 
only by our own denomination, but by 
others. 

The first great distinguishing feature of 
it consists in the fact, that the year is divid- 
ed into two terms. The first, styled the 
Lecture Term, continues for seven months, 


_ and is spent by the students at the Semi- 


nary, pursuing their studies under the pro- 
fessors as in other institutions. During the 
second, styled the Reading Term, of five 
months, the students are scattered abroad 
among the pastors, pursuing a prescribed 
course of reading, and assisting them and 
performing under them pastoral work. At 
the close of this term, and on re-entering 
the Seminary, the students are required to 
pass an examination as to their progress, 
and each to bring a certificate from the 
pastor with whom he has spent his time, of 
good behavior and diligent attention to 
duty. 

It is hoped in this way to combine the 
advantages of both the old and new sys- 
tems of preparing men for the ministry, viz: 
of private study with pastors, which used 
to be the universal mode, and of a seminary 
course, which is the modern one. There is 


_ evidently a defect in the plan which has of 


late prevailed, of monastic study for eight 
or ten years, so that when ministers enter 
upon their work, they know nothing of the 
world—of practical life and of the applica- 
tion of the knowledge obtained. 

The second great feature of the plan of 
this institution is, that it has two courses— 
a regular and special. The regular is full 
and complete like that at Andover, Union, 
Princeton, &c. The special is designed for 
a class of men who are called to the minis- 
try by talent and love for the work and the 
voice of Providence, but who have not had 
a collegiate education and by reason of ad- 
vanced age, or other sufficient causes, can- 
not acquire it. They are instructed, the 
first year, in rhetoric, logic and other Eng- 
lish branches, and if they desire it in Greek 
and Hebrew. Nearly all learn to read 
the Greek Testament, and some attend to 
Hebrew, but it is not required. The second 
and third year, the studies of the “ regu- 
lars” and * specials” are the same, viz:— 
Systematic Theology, Homiletics, Ecclesi- 
astical History, &c. This will bring a class 
of men into the ministry who will be use- 


ful, but who would have been excluded un- 


der the old plan, or would enter it with 
very inferior acquirements. Great care will 
be taken, however, not to encourage any to 
enter this course, who can and ought to 
pursue a full course, or who are not mapi- 
fest'y called of God. It seems to be certain 
that we cannot hope to supply the vast field 
with thoroughly educated men, and we 
must therefore do the next best thing, or 
else give up the ground to the Methodists. 
Our experiment has thus far worked finely. 
We have a number of very promising stu- 
dents in the special course,—men whose in- 
fluence will be felt. 

The exercises of the anniversary com- 
menced on Monday, with the examination 
of Biblical Literature, (Greek and Hebrew) 
to which the day was devoted. In the 
evening the Rhetorical Society and the So- 
ciety of Inquiry, their anniversary — 
There were three orations and one poem, 
the latter by F. W. Beecher, son of Rev, 
Dr. E. Beecher. (Theology seems to run 
in the bleod. ) 

On Tuesday the middle were examined 
in Systematic Theology, and sustained them- 
selves with great credit. They showed a 
thoroughness and readiness and discrimina- 
tion that caused universal remark. I do 
not believe that greater proficiency has 
been made by a similar class at any instito- 
tion in the land. Questions were freely 
propounded by others than the professors, 
on abstruse, difficult and disputed, as well 


_ &3 practical points, and answered with a 


propriety and promptitude that was very | 
satisfactory.

delivered the annual address before the So- 
ciety of Inquiry on the theme, “Theology 
as affecting the Interpretation of Prophe- 
cy.” He clearly elacidated the subject, 
showing how the peculiar theological views 
of interpreters influenced them in explain- 
ing prophecy. He controverted the millen- 
arian system, and showed its inconsistency 
with the spirit of christianity, and drew a 
glowing picture of the fatare triamph of 
the Gospel: It was a noble topic, nobly. 
handled. The address was full of great 
thoughts, and was delivered with the ear- 
nestness characteristic of the speaker. Not- 
withstanding his peculiarities as set forth in 


Beecher is one of the very ablest, most 
spiritual and devoted ministers in our land. 
He is a man of prayer and zeal. He hasa 
prodigious head indicating a mass of brain 
like Webster’s. Though he will not com- 
pare with Henry Ward as an orator, yet 
he has more theology in his little finger 
than the other has in his whole body. 


Wednesday forenoon was devoted to the 
examination in Rhetoric, &c. In the even- 
ing, Rev. Dr. Post, pastor of the Congre- 
gational church in St. Louis, gave the Rhet- 
orical Society one of his brilliant addresses, 
His subject was—“ The Personality of 
Preaching,” meaning by it, preaching with 
the whole person. He advocated the disuse 
of notes. He said the topic should be thor- 
oughly studied and digested, and then de-. 
livered in what is called the extempore mode 
and not memoriter, Thus all the limbs, the 
countenance, the head, the eyes and the 
whole body could be used as well as the 
tongue, as could not be done behind a 
breastwork or when reading notes, or tied 
up by the effort to remember the exact 
words prepared beforehand. Such a mode 
disarmed criticism also. Many passages in 
this address sparkled and glowed with true 
eloquence, and the peroration was magnifi- 
cent. But the speaker’s voice and manner 
did not do justice to his theme. After all, 
I seriously doubt the soundness of the prin- 
ciple enunciated as a universal thing. Here 
and there one can practice the beau tdeal, 
but ninety-nine in a hundred cannot, and 
especially week after week and year after 
‘year, on the same general subject. Preach- 
ing partakes of the nature of lecturing as 
well as forensic discussion. The minister is. 
a teacher as well as orator, and must deal 
with subjects often ill adapted to oratorical 
display. My own opinion is, that one who 
delivers himself well with notes, not reading 
in a slowish way, but speaking with notes, 
will do more good and give greater satis- 
faction, in a course of years, then one who 
speaks extempore. But different men suc- 
ceed best in different modes, and there can 
be no universal rale. 


Thursday was devoted to the anniversary 
exercises proper. There were six addresses 
by the students and all of a superior order. 
Especially was it gratifying to witness the 
easy and graceful manner of the speakers, 
entirely devoid of the stiffness and manner- 
ism so almost universal in ‘‘theologues.” In 
the department of Rhetoric and Oratory it 
is plain that there is thorough drilling, and 
a practical application of principles which 
has been too often wanting in Theological 
Seminaries. 

On the whole, then, the anniversary was 
highly satisfactory and proves the enter- 
prise of founding this institution to bea 
complete success. The Board of Visitors 
appointed triennially by a convention of the 
churches of the northwest, to attend the 
examinations and to investigate the affairs 
of the Seminary expressed their gratifica- 
tion with the progress made and with the 
prospects of the institution. Their report 
will be published. The Board of Directors 
elected their officers and transacted a con- 
siderable amount of business. 

There have been twenty-one students the 
: past year, of whom one only graduated and 
received the degree of B. D., (Bachelor of 
Divinity.) There will be a large Senior 
class next year, including a number from 
eastern institutions, The Faculty consists 
of three professors at present, viz: In The- 
ology, Joseph Hanen, formerly of Amherst 
College; S.C. Bartlett, once of Western 
Reserve College, in Biblical Literature, and 
Prof. Fiske, in Rhetoric, Homiletics, etc., 
formerly of Beloit College. They are all 
able and enthusiastic meno, and form a noble 
corps. The Department of Ecclesiastical 
History is vacant, but the resident Profes- 
sors will give instruction in that branch.— 
Special lecturers will also give courses on 
various important topics during the year, 
by appointment of the Directors, _ 

Ecclesiastical Meetings. 

The General Associations of the North- 
western States, except Wisconsio, will meet 
during this and the next month, and these 
meetings will be occasions of interest. I 
will report the doings of that of lowa for 
you. The meeting of the New School 
Presbyterian General Assembly this month 
is looked forward to with interest on account 
of the expected discussion on Home Mis- 
sions. It is thought by some that measures 
will be taken to discontinue co-operation 
with Congregationalists. There is consid- 
erable friction. The New England Associ- 
ations will also have the same subject up. 
It is generally thought that they will take 
action in favor of having an account kept 
of denations to the A. H. M. Society from 
each denomination, and appropriations made 
proportionately to missionary churches of 


his ‘‘ Conflict and Concord of Ages,” Dr. | 
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each denomination. This was first sng- 
gested by a Presbyterian paper, and if the 
Assembly should accede to it, as it may, it 
would probably be the easiest way of quiet- 
ing dissatisfaction. This would be fair and 
leave no ground for complaint. 9s 
Benevolent Societies. 
Our great Benevolent Societies are all 
embarassed for want of funds. The Ameri- 
can Howe Missionary Society cannot meet | 
their appropriations and call for help, and | 
the American Board is apparently on the | 
verge of bankraptcy. The deficiency is . 
alarmingly increasing in receipts and there 
is a prospect of a fearful debt at the end of. 
the year. Perhaps, however, some benevo-. 
lent and weaithy individuals will step in to 
its relief. If not, the demonstrated fact 
may have a beneficial effect on the churches 
that their present rate of contribations does 
not come up to the demands of the age and 
of the providence of God. It is apparent 
that either they must give more or the 
Board must curtail the extent of its opera- 
tions. It is possible that the Board have 
gone too far in advance of the spirit and 
means of the churches co-operating with 
them. 


Revivals. 

There has been quite a number of inte- 
resting revivals in various parts of the 
country, and some of considerable power. 
But my impression is that some grains of 
allowance must be made for the feelings of 
your New York correspondent whose ac- 
counts seem to us on this side of the Sierras 
to be rather too glowing. What we see 
and hear, and what the eastern city papers 
indicate, is nothing very remarkable al- 
though there has been considerable iuterest. 

President Making 

is now one of the great and exciting topics 
of the day. You will see the accounts of 
the confusion in the Democratic Convention 
at Charleston and the withdrawment of 
delegations, McLean seems now to be 
likely to be nominated by the South Ameri- 
cans and Republicans, and perhaps Cassius 
M. Clay for Vice President. If so they 
will be elected. I should like to see Sew- 
atd in the Presidential chair. 

News comes by telegraph to-day that we 
are within about ten daysof San Francisco, 
by Pony Express! This is good news.— 
How different from the state of things when 
I was in California. I watch the progress 
of intereommunication with deep interest 
and read all the California news with avidity. 
I often think of my experience there about 
a yearago. My visit to your State was a 
delightful one and will ever be a source of 
pleasure in reflecting upon it.

MUELLER, HUEPFELD AND THOLUCK. 


Here in Germany the man of our times 
in theology is Mueller of Halle, known to 
us by his great work on Sin. The number 
of students who attend his lectures is nearly 
half as great again as that which attends 
the lectures of Tholuck, although there is a 
throng to hear Tholuck too. But it is gen- 
erally thought here that for breadth of 
thought as well as for sharpness of intellect, 
Mueller excels all other theologians of Ger- 
many. It is true this great man has with- 
in a few years been struck down with a se- 
vere attack of paralysis, which prevents his 
writing anything more, and thus jast in his 
prime he is compelled to feel that his labor 
is in a measure ended. It is not expected 
that ine will write much, if any more; and 
so he is thrown back upon his old courses of 
lectures. It is said that he bas just declin- 
ed an offer of nearly thirty thousand dollars 
for his course of lectures on dogmatical the- 
ology, but that he is unwilling to part with 
what is so valuable to him in the present 
state of his health. In Mueller I expected 
to see a man who should display more phys- 
ical infirmity than is the case; though he 
fears the daily recurrence of paralysis, yet 
is his voice clear and strong; his manner of 
lecturing animated and earnest; and his no- 
ble brow and penetrating eye indicate the 
great man which be andoubtedly is. 

You are familiar with a translation of 
Prof. Huepfeld’s University lectures on the 
Psalms; a work which has received the 
warmest encomiums of Z’he Westminster 
Review. This distinguished Professor is 
here at Halle, and he too has a full andito- 
rium. And among the anomalies of religion 
in its relation to theology here, is that the 
same men who listen to Tholack’s devout 
and deeply interesting exegesis of the Gos- 

ls, listen also to Heupfeld, as he explains 
the book of Genesis as a collection of myths, 
and gives all the weight of his authority to 
a rationalistic interpretation of the Old Tes- 
tament. Huepfeld is Gesenius’s successor; 
a bright, attractive man like Gesenius, but 
of very different spirit—treverential and de- 
vout. 

Tholack and Huepfeld live here in Halle, 
and a warm friendship exists between them; 
although one is a confirmed disbeliever in 
the miraculous element in the Old Testa- 
ment, and the other a moderate evangelist. 
In this country the love of trath is so par- 
amount to all other considerations, that 
men who are in earnest in their pursuit of 
it respect each others’ convictions, even 
when their convictions are very unlike.— 
This peculiarity in a man like Tholuck, bas 
interested me mach. He seems only to ask 
of a man whether he is of a reverent spirit, 
whether be is of a devout way of speech, 
not what his shade of belief is. 

Do you know in America that Tholack 
is a very witty man? He is one of the best 
of story-tellers, and is, moreover, as quick 
as a flash in the tarn of a word or a sen- 

tence. So, by a blending of wit, as a foil, 
with bis immense learning and sharp mind, 
he easily defends all of his positions. And 
most agreeable is he, and those blue eyes 
flash most benignant fire, and that nervous 
finger goes up in a succession of quick char- 
acteristic jerks, and that maseive brow far- 
rows, and a balf smile sits on the lips—and 
then you have Tholvek in the exercise of 


power far greater than hig pulpit gift.—Jn-

Many of our public men have been bless- 
ed with wives and mothers who were the 
ornaments of their sex, and their/quiet and 
ennobling influence contributed largely to 
the subsequent greatness of their children 
and husbands Mr. Parton tells the follow- 
ing story of Gen. Jackson’s wife:

How to tell the time of Night by the Stars. 


With suitable instraments, the time can | 


be ascertained by the stars more accurately 
than it ean in any other way; and it is easy 
to tell it approximately, say within half an 
hour, without any instruments whatever. 
Let us describe a simple, rough device for 
this purpose, as the easiest mode of explain- 
ing how it may be done by the unaided 
action of the eye and judgment. 

Take a keg or barrel hoop, or a hoop of 
wire, and divide it into 24 equal spaces, 
marking the dividing points for hour points. 
Connect the opposite hoar points by lines of 
fine twioe drawn across the diameter of the 
hoop. Hang the apparatus against a north 
window, and place the eye ina line with 
the middle of the hoop (where the wires 
cross each other,) and the north star. Now 
any of the fixed stars, in its daily revola- 
tions aboat the pole, will pass from one wire 
to the

This star, in common with all the other 
fixed stars, comes to the meridian about 
four minutes earlier each night or day than 
it did on the preceding night or day. Con- 
ntly on the 5th of April it will reach 
the vertical wire at 10 o’clock at night, and 
the other wires at corresponding times; and 
this variation continues at the rate of two 
hours in each month throughout the year. 
From this description, the mode will be 
‘readily understood of telling the time of 
night by the stars without the aid of instru- 
ments. We require to learn two stars— 
the pole star and that one of the pointers 
which is the nearer one to it—to remember 
that this latter star is directly over the 
north star at midnight on the 5th of March, 
‘and comes to the meridian two hours earlier 
-on the 5th of each month than it did: on 
the 5th of the preceding month, As the 
star revolves around the circle in. 24 hours,

General Assembly, O. 8. 


Firth Dar, May 22d.—The Committee 
on the Commentary question, Rev. Dr. 
Baird, Chairman, reported. , 

Resolved, That the request contained in 
the memorial for the appointment of a 
special committee of the friends of the ob- 
ject from the various parts of the Church 
to consider this subject and report at a sub- 
sequent Assembly be granted. 

Dr. Krebs and Dr. Thornwell spoke on 
opposite sides on the report on the Board of 
Missions. 

On the Overture from the Presbytery of 
Cincinnati, on dancing, the following report 
was made : 

To the first question, viz: Are social 
dances and private theatricals included 
among the sins forbidden by the 7th com- 
mandment? they make the following reply: 
That whilst the pleasures of the ball-room 
and the theater are primarily intended by 
the “ dancings and stage plays” forbidden, 
the spirit of the prohibition extends to all 
kindred amusements which are calculated to 
awaken thoughts and feelings inconsistent 
with the 7th commandment, as explained by 
the Saviour. 

To the second question, viz : 

Is itthe duty of the church sessions to 
exercise discipline upon those members of 
the church who send their children to danc- 
ing schools, or who give and attend dancing 
parties; and if so, ought such discipline be 
carried to the extent of exclusion from the 
sacraments, where other means fail of pro- 
ducing reformation? the Assembly answer 
that, whilst we regard the practice of pro- 
miscuous social dancing by members of the 
church as a mournful inconsistency, and the 
giving of parties (for such dancing) on the 
part of the heads of Christian families, as 
tending to compromise their religious pro- 
fession, and the sending of their children by 
Christian parents to the dancing school as a 
sad error in family discipline, yet we think 
that the session of each church is fully com- 
petent to decide when discipline is necessary, 
and the extent to which it should be admin- 
istered. 

Interesting addresses were made on the 


report of Missions by Rev. S. Matoon, of | G 


Siam, Rev. L. Janvier, of Lodiana, and 
Rev. J. C. Boynton, of the Choctaw Mis- 
sions. 

The report was adopted. 

Amongst the visitors present this after- 
noon was noticed the distinguished Fred- 
erick Douglas in the gallery. Father 
Chiniquy is here, and expects to lecture to 
the French residents. 

The Committee on Systematic Benevo- 
lence asked for an enlargement of that Com- 
mittee. Revs. Messrs. S. J. Baird, De- 
Lancey, Dickson, and J. T. L. Preston, 
were accordingly added. 


General Conference M. E. Church. 

Burra.o, May 22.—Thbere are two ex- 
treme parties here—one from the border, 
resisting all attempts to change the rule, 
and one in the North, in favor of cutting 
off all slaveholders. Between the two, 
stands what is confessedly the conservative 
party, in favor of a rule against mercenary 
sluveholding, but not for absolute prohibi- 
tion. The report of the majority, it is 
claimed, is the true conservative doctrine of 
the Charch. 

I have heard within a day or two that 
the report of the majority is not unaccept- 
able to a portion, at least, of the border, 
so that even if it is adopted, there may be 
no such secession as some of the Baltimore 
delegates threaten. 

The Committee on Temperance this morn- 
ing presented an able report, to which were 
appended five resolutions, In the first, it 
is declared to be the duty of every minister 
of the Church to preach special sermons on 
the subject. The second urges the mem- 
bership to co-operate with all proper effurts 
to sustain and enforce the laws ou the sub- 
ect. The third recommends that, in view 
of the fact that almogt all liquors are adul- 
terated, the officers of the Church be ad- 
vised to procure domestic wines for sacra- 
mental purposes. The fourth disapproves 
the use of ale, beer, etc. The fifth advises 
against the renting of rooms to be used in 
the traffic, or the selling of grain to be man- 
-ufactured into liquor. 

The Select Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the question of divorce and remarri- 
age, presented a report which closed with 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
General Conference, that the marriage con- 
tract can only be dissolved by a violation 
of.the seventh commandment, or death. 

The resolution was laid on the table and 
ordered to be printed. It will doubtless 
pass, but not without opposition. 

Another memorial on the centenary of 
American Methodism was received, request- 
ing the Conference to recommit the report 
presented on that subject a few days ago, 
in order that the memoralists—Rev. Dr. 


. Bangs and others—might present testimony 


in their possession showing that the centen- 
ary will occur in 1866, and not the present 
year. This paper was referred. 

Dr. Davidson, of Indiana, now offered a 
resolution, that when the reports on slavery 
come up to-morrow, the vote be taken by 


> ayes-and nays, without debate, which was 


voted down by a large majority. 


May 23.—At eight o’clock this morning, 
a haif hour before the opening of the ses- 
sion, every seat and all the available stand- 
ing room in the hall, was occupied. From 
every State in the Union, almost, there are 
visitors. Distinguished D. D.’s of the M. 
E. Church South are interested lookers-on, 
hoping, doubtless, to reap some advantage 
from the anticipated rupture. In this ex- 
pectation, I think it rather probable that 
they may be disappointed. The more the 
majority report is examined, and the better 
it is understood, the less objectionable it 
appears to the more moderate men of the 
border. I was informed last night that the 
minority have polled their strength, and as- 
certained that two-thirds of the General 
Conference will vote against the new rule. 


Mr. Marlay presented a memorial 


the official meeting of Raper Chapel, in 
Dayton, Obio, praying the General Confer- 
ence not to change the role on Slavery. 
Also, a memorial from Rev. J. F. Wright, 
relating to Wilberforce University. 

Dr. Curry presented a memorial signed by 
sixty members of the Genesee Conference 
asking for a thorough investigation of the 
Nazarite movement in said Conference. 
Peter Cartwright presented a memorial 
complaining of the New York Book Agents, 
in relation to some business transactions. 
It was referred toa special committee of 
seven. 
At ten o’clock the order of the day was 
taken up-—the reports on Slavery. The 
Sebre read the d new Chapter 
and role; and Dr. Kingsley moved their 
adoption. A dozen voices seconded the 
motion. 

Dri Kingsley said he did not intend at 
this title to make an argument. He and 
those with whom he acted were ready to 
vote now; but if this was not the will of 
the minority, they were ready to go into 
the discussion. He spoke earnestly in favor 
of a calm, christian and brotherly discussion 
of the subject, with as little excitement as 
was possible under the circumstances. 

Rev. P. Combe, of Philadelphia, then 
took the floor, in opposition to the majority 
report. He commenced with the question: 
What is the real question at issue in this 
controversy? On the other side it will be 
affirmed that the real question is, whether 
mercenary slaveholding shall be allowed in 
the Charch; but he beld that it was whether 
simple slaveholding should be made a test 
of membership.—Cinn. Gazette. 


ARRIVAL O¥ THE OVERLAND MAIL 
St. Louis Dates to 28th May. 


The Overland Mail arrived here Sunday, 
with St. Louis papers to the 28th ult. 

At the Douglas meeting in New York, 
on Tuesday evening, the Hon. Francis B. 
Cutting presiding, supported by a long line 
of Vice Presidents and Secretaries, resolu- 
tions approving the Charleston reiteration 
of the Cincinnati platform; asserting the 
unchangeableness of Democratic principles ; 
regretting the secession at Charleston, and 
pledging the vote of the State of New York 
for Stephen A. Douglas, were passed. 

Mr. Seward has written a letter, in which 
he endorses the Chicago nominations. 

The case of the postmaster at Louisville, 
is to be brought up before the Covode Com- 
mittee. He was appointed through the in- 
fluence of Mr. Guthrie, Ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury, and it is charged that he deposit- 
ed the receipts at a private bank, from which 
Mr. Guthrie borrowed. The commitiee 
pronounce this a violation of the sub-Treas- 
ury law. 

A despatch from Washington says, Henry 
I. Johnson, of the State Department, is 
nominated Consul General to Constanti- 
nople. 

A Shanghai circular, received, per the 
Persia, says, advices from Japan report Con- 
sul-General Harris’ health better. This 
| disproves the story that he is dead. 

Hon. H. V. Johnson, Judge Nesbitt, Hon. 
A. R. Wright, and Hon. Robert McMillan, 
of Georgia, are all out for the Baltimore 
Convention and the National Democracy. 
Every Democratic paper in Georgia, except 
one, has taken the same view. 

The terrific huricane, of which we have 
already given an account, passed over Mem- 
phis, doing considerable damage.

Elwood Fisher, one of the Trustees of 
the old Mail Company, has been before the 
Covode Investigating Committee, in rela- 
tion to the California Mail Contract : 


Question.—Do you know anything about 
the payment of oy money by the steam 
mail line to V rbilt, and if so, for what 


purpose ? 

Answer.—Yes, sir; there was paid to 
Vanderbilt, out of the trust’ funds of the 
mail line from New York to New Orleans 
and Aspinwall, ten thousand dollars per 
month, as stated by my colleagues, Roberts 
and Clark, to induce him not to run a line 
in competition with us; they also said that 
the P M. S.S. line agreed to pay him thirty 
thousand dollars per month more, to prevent 
competition on their side. This agreement 
lasted about three years. It was to cease 
the moment any competition appeared; 
hence it became the interest of Vanderbilt 
to suppress all competition, and the influ- 
ence of his name and capital was relied 
upon to do it. I objected and protested, 
from first to last, against this arrangement. 
Under this black mail arrangement, he re- 
ceived about one million, five hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The Pacific Telegraph bill was amended 
on the 24th, by throwing the whole job open 
to the highest bidder. This carries the bill 
back to the Senate, and if they non-concur 
in the amendment of the House, the latter 
will have to insist, or back down, and pass 
the bill. If they insist, and the Senate does 
not recede, the bill is dead. The opinion is 
that the House will insist.

The volunteers who 
landed, were at the moment of the mail’s departure 
fighting with the royal troops. 

The steamer Aradia, with dates from Queenstown 
to the 20th of May, furnishes the following later 
news: 

Intelligence relative to Garibaldi’s expedition is 
still meagre and conflicting, but the reports gener- 
ally concur in stating that he was making good 
progress. Some say that he had captured the most 
important points in Sicily except Messina and 
Palermo. After his landing at Masala, the Nea- 
politan war vessels bombarded that town, without 
a warning. The British vessels interposed for the 


ing on Palermo. 

A letter from Garibaldi explains that the steam- 
ers used by him were taken possession of forcibly, 
and not chartered. He had issued proclamations 
to the Romans and Neapolitans, calling on them to 
revolt. 

Col. Medici was forwarding the preparations for a 
second expedition, and 6,000 volunteers had already 


Been enrolled. It was asserted that the enormous 
diplomatic representation made to the Sardinian 
Government would decide it to prevent the depart-_ 
ure of the second expedition.

WHY YOUNG MEN LEAVE THE FARM. 


Why do they?—that’s the question. One 
leaves because foddering is liable to get his 
clothes all hay seed—another because he 
wants to see what he has not seen, and never 
can see on the farm—the busy street and 
its exciting scenes. Another thinks the 
farm intolerably dull, and a bar-room, dark 
as Egypt with tobacco-smoke and full of 
men he can neither love nor trust, preferable 
—he takes his choice. Another having 
read of Dick Turpin, but never of Downing, 
desires fame, and goes to work away from | 
home for it. 

Soberly—we live in an age of wonderful 
transitions. Great changes take place. 
The old German who said, when they suc- 
ceeded in building a turnpike across the Al- 
Jeghanies, he would be ready and willing to 
die, has lived to see the turnpike and nu- 
merous railroads across these mountains 
completed.

Where is the girl, who is educating herself 
as understandingly in her part of the busi- 
ness of farming as many of our young men 
are? The educated young lady, a farmer’s 
danghter to the manor born, I mean. Who 
are the heroes on whom the first matrimo- 
nial prizes desire tolean? Are they farm- 
ers? Are they? Make this true and your 
boys will stay at home. Make it true and 
there will be a knight-errant rush for the 

“plough and the pruning-hook. Educate 
your daughters right and your boys will 
serve seven years for them —Country Gen- 
tleman. 

THE PARSNIP. 

The parsnip is one of the most valuable 
- roots that can be grown. 
Jersey it is used almost exclusively for fat- 
tening both cattle and swine. According 
to Le Coutenr, the weight of a good crop 
varies from 13 to 27 tuns per acre. When 
parsnips are given to milch cows, with a 
little hay, in the winter season, the butter 
is found to be of as fine a color and excel- 
Jent flavor as when the animals are feeding 
in the best pastores. As parsnips contain 
6 per cent. more mucilage than carrots, the 
difference may be sufficient to account for 
the superior fattening as well as butter mak- 
ing quality of the parsnip. In the fatten- 
ing of cattle the parsnip is found superior 
to the carrot, performing the business with 
more expedit on, and affording meat of ex- 
quisite flavor, and of a highly juicy flavor; 
the animals eat it with much greediness.— 
The result of experiment has shown that 
not only in neat cattle, but in the fattening 
__ Of hogs and poultry, the animals become 
-- fat much sooner, and are more healthy than 
when fed with any other root ur vezetable; 


and that, besides the meat is more sweet 


and delicious. The parsnip leaves being 
more balky than those of carrots, may be 
mown off before taking the roots, and giv- 
en to oxen, cows or horses, by which they 
will be greedily eaten. Another thing in 
» favor of parsnips for this country. ‘is that 
the frost does not injure them. They may 
remain in the ground until spring, when 
they make splendid spring feed, at a time 
“when every other kind of root or green 
thing is scarce, or they may be slightly 
baried, where they can be obtained almost 
any time during the winter. On account of 
their rapid growth when young, the weed-

Tomatoes 
thoroughly cooked may be put in tight cans, 
‘and kept any length of time; ‘or the pulp 
may be spread upon plates and dried in the 
suu, or a slow oven, and kept as well as dried 
pumpkin, dried apples, peaches, or pears, 
and will be found equally excellent in win- 
ter. For every-day use, a quantity sufficient 
for the use of a family a week may be 
cooked at once, and afterward eaten cold, or 
warmed over. We beg of those who use 
this excellent fruit to try what cooking will 
do for it. It has been eaten half-cooked 
long enough. It never should be dished 
until dry enough to be taken from the dish 
with a fork, instead of a spoon—W. Y. 
Tribune. 


Hints ON PLantinG Trees.—On pro- 
curing a lot.of trees, if you have to carry 
them a distance, wrap the roots securely 
with moist straw, or other material, to pre- 
vent drying, and immediately on reaching 
home, “ heel them in”—cover the roots 
with mellow earth, where they can remain 
some days, or till ready for ting—then 
take out but few at a time, so as not to ex- 
pose the reots to drying. , 

To prepare the tree for planting, cut off 
any decayed or broken parts of roots, then 
reduce the top, to correspond with the loss 
of roots, cutting off surplus branches, and 
reducing those at the head one-half or two- 
thirds, their. length, leaving only. three o 

shoot. 

_ In setting, let one person hold the tree in 
its position, while another fills in with mel- 
low earth, pressing it firmly among the roots 
with the hand, taking care to leave no cavi- 
ties underneath—and when the roots are all 
covered, pressing the whole down firmly 
with the foot, observing that the proper 
depth is for the roots to be about an inch 
deeper, when planted, than in the nursery. 
— Ohio Cultivator. 


Currant anp Currines. 


These must be taken of course from the 
wood of last year’s growth, from eight to 
twelve inches in length. About two or 
three buds may be allowed to remain on the 
portion of the cutting above ground, but 
those under ground should be carefully cut 
out—there will then be no suckers to annoy 
and injure the growth of the main stem. 
They should be inserted in the ground from 
four to eight inches, according to the length 
of the shoots, the ground firmly pressed 
around them, and when hot suns begin to 
prevail and parch, they must be well 
mulched. No time should be lost in setting 
out cuttings.— Germantown Telegraph. 


Axsovut THE Lamss.—If the ewe is well 
fed, with nutritious food, and well supplied 
with pure water—if both ewe and lamb are 
suffered to breathe pure air, and have good 
warm dry shelter from cold winds, and the 
cold spring storms, there is little danger but 
the ewe will do well,and the offspring prove 
healthy and strong. Want of care, careful 
oversight and providence, is the cause of 
the death of many early and even late 
lambs. And in the spring, before and after 
ewes have brought forth their offspring, it is 
important they should have good, fresh, fine 
hay, with ground grain—oats or corn, or 
even a mixture of oats and barley meal—in 
cold, and roots in moderate weather. It will 
prove profitable to follow these hints— 
Prairie Farmer, 


Selecting Calves for Rearing. - 


Use judgmert in selecting such heifer 
calves as are to be reared. Select only 
those whose mothers are good wilkers, and 
whose sires have come from good milking 
stock; at the same timo, the calf itself 
should have those characteristies that indi- 
cate an aptitude to develope good milking 
qualities, viz: small, fine head, rather long 
in the muzzle, bright eyes, thin, tapering 
necks, small well-shaped legs, soft skin, fine 
hair—the colcr of whicb is immaterial—and 
above all the milk mirror, or udder veins, 
should be large and well developed. 

There is no reason why a portion of the 
male calves, at least, should not be reared 
as bullocks, either for the team or the batch- 


served for this purpose, should poeses cer- 
tain points indicative of future excellence, 
viz: well-shaped head, small ears, short, 
thick neck, deep brisket, broad chest and 
shoulders, fine bone, long back, wide loins, 
full. quarters, tail thin and tapering, skin 
soft and not too thin.
